Men to Crystal City. 


Trooper Fred Walker of the 
State Highway Patrol was shot 
and gravely wounded today by two 
young men whom he had arrested 
in a stolen automobile after: a 
chase along State Highway No. 25 
south of Festus. 

The bullet entered the right side 
of his chest and passed through 
both lungs. He was taken to 
Barnes. Hospital, where.a blood 
transfusion was arranged soon 
after his arrival. 

The shooting occurred in 
Walker’s patrol] car, after he had 
searched and handcuffed the men 
and started with them to the pa- 
trol station at Crystal City. 

Overtaken in Farm Yard, 

In the chase Walker overtook 
the pair when they turned into 
the farm yard of George Long, 17 
miles south of Crystal City. Long 
saw the trooper search and hand- 
cuff the two, and place them in 
his automobile. They started back 
toward Crystal City, leaving in the 
farmyard the 1941 Ford coach 
which the pair had been driving. 
It bore the advertising tag of an 
automobile supply firm at Bonne 
Terre. 

Walker had not left Long’s farm 
with his prisuners when they shot 
him and threw him out of the 
automobile. He made his way 
back to the house and Long took 
him in the automobile of the fugi- 
tives to Crystal City. There an 
ambulance was procured to take 
him to, the hospital. 

Long told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the fugitives, driving at 
high speed, turned into the drive- 
way at his farm and skidded to a 
stop in the back yard, closely fol- 
lowed by the trooper. 

Had Searched Them. 

“The trooper jumped out of his 
automobile and pulled his gun 
on the men,” Long said. “He 
handcuffed both and then 
searched them. He put them in the 
back seat of his automobile and 
started away. 

“He left their automobile in the 
yard and said he would be back for 
it later. He said it had been stolen 
at De Soto. 

“T went back into the house and 
a few minutes later he came stag- 
gering back, bleeding from the 
mouth and ears. He was shot in 
the chest, and the wound there 
was powder burned. 

“T asked how they did it, and he 
said, ‘I missed their gun.’ He 
said they had taken his car and 
gone on with it.” 

A neighbor of Long, Mrs. Lena 
Garrison, heard two shots just as 
the trooper’s automobile, on the 
driveway of Long’s farm, reached

MOSCOW, Dec. 2 (AP).—The 
Russians reported today the re- 
treat of the German southern army 
from Rostov had become a rout 
and that other Nazi forces in the 
Stalinogarsk area below Moscow 
had been put to flight through 
deep snow.

LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP).—A naval 
action in which the 6830-ton Aus- 
tralian cruiser Sydhey was lost 
after. it had. sunk the — 

_ German, merchant. er 
Steiermark, a vessel of 9400 tons, 
was announced today by the Aus- 
tralian Government, 

Prime Minister John Curtin, at 
Canberra, said the full complement 
of the Sydney's 42 officers and 603 
men was missing. He added that 
planes and ships still were search- 
ing the area where the cruiser van- 
ished but that only the slenderest 
hope was held for any survivors. 

The official announcements did 
not say where the action occurred, 
but first reports from Singapore 
said it was off the Australian coast, 
The only indication of the date was 
the communique’s statement that 
next of kin were informed Nov. 26. 

Some of Raider Crew Saved. 

“Information has been received 
from the Naval Board that H. M. 8. 
Sydney has been in action with a 
heavily-armed merchant raider 
which she sank by gunfire,” said 
the communique. 

“The information was obtained 
from survivors from the enemy 
ship who were picked up some time 
after the action. 

“No subsequent communication 
has been received from H. M. 5S. 
Sydney and it must be presumed 
she has been lost. Extensive search 
by air and surface units to locate 
survivors continues.” 

The British Admiralty, which 
identified the destroyed German 
raider as the Steiermark, said it 
“has been known for some time 
as Raider No. 41 and. had been 
sailing under the name of Kormo- 
ran.”

factories, Churchill said the drain 
on man power was arising from 
five causes: 

1. The necessity of staffing new 
factories. 

2. The maintenance and expan- 
sion of forces in the East. 

3. The supplying of Russia from 
British production. 

4. Prospective expansion of the 
air force and the. continuous 
growth of the navy. 

5. The continuous guard against 
“two vultures”—the danger of in- 
vasion and the air raider—which 
“will hang over us until the end 
of the war.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—With 
both House and Senate consider- 
ing an investigation of lobbying in 
connection with defense contracts, 
the newest instance to come to 
light here discloses three promi- 
nent Washington lawyers—all. of 
them former Government officials 
—working to obtain a Maritime 
Commission contract for a client. 

The client is Frank Cohen, who, 
starting from scratch, is now re- 
ported to have many millions in 
British and United States Govern- 
ment contracts, including a con- 
tract for $20,000,000 signed a week 
ago with the Maritime Commis- 
sion for construction in a new ship- 
yard at Savannah, Ga., of 12 “ugly 
duckling” ships, so called because 
appearance is sacrificed in design- 
ing them for fast construction and 
maximum cargo. 

Cohen’s meteoric rise won wide 
attention when it was disclosed 
that his Empire Ordnance Corpora- 
tion, built from virtually nothing 
in May, 1940, was being sued for 
$678,000 by Charles West, former 
Congressman from Ohio and for- 
mer Under Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. West contends in a suit filed 
many months ago in New York 
but only recently brought to light 
that he was instrumental in obtain- 
ing $70,000,000 in defense contracts 
for Cohen, who, he alleged; prom- 
ised him 1 per cent of the total 

Corcoran and Firm. 

Besides West, Cohen had the 
services of Thomas M. Corcoran, 
former White House brain truster 
and more recently engaged in the 
highly lucrative practice of law 
here in Washington. He also had 
the firm of Dempsey & Koplovitz. 
William J. Dempsey was until two 
years ago general counsel of the 
Federal Communication Commis- 


' gion, and William C. Koplovitz, who 


had been serving as acting general 
counsel for the Federal Power 
Commission, was his assistant. 
Theirs is rated one of the most 
persuasive law firms in Washing- 
ton.

Minneapolis Defendants Acquitted of Con- 
spiracy to Overthrow Govern- 
ment by Force. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 2 
(AP).—Possible Federal prison 
terms up to 10 years were faced 
today by 18 persons, members of 
or associated with the Socialist 
Workers’ party who were convict- 
ed by a jury here on charges of 
conspiracy to create insubordina- 
tion in the armed forces of the 
Government. 

Albert Goldman, New York at- 
torney and one of those convicted 
last night, announced that “every 
legal step and‘ every other resource 
would be exhausted for appeal pur- 
poses.” He made plans for an ap- 
peal before Judge M. M. Joyce in 
United States District Court here 
next Saturday. Judge Joyce set 
next Monday as the date for sen- 
tencing. 

Conviction of the 18 defendants 
was on one of two counts of an 
indictment returned last July after 
a raid on-the Socialist Worker’s 
party offices here and in St. Paul. 
Bushels of literature were seized 
in the raid, and introduced in evi- 
dence at the trial, along with two 
red flags and several pictures of 
Leon Trotsky, Communist leader 
who was assassinated in Mexico. 
First Convictions Under 1940 Act. 

Court attaches said the verdict 
marked the first convictions under 
the Smith amendment to the Sedi- 
tion Act of 1861. That amendment, 
added to the law in June, 1940, 
makes it unlawful to advocate 
overthrow of the Government. 

The count on which the defend- 
ants were convicted alleged they 
conspired to “interfere with, im- 
pair and influence the loyalty, 
morale and discipline of the mili- 
tary and naval forces of the United 
States.” It also charged the de- 
fendants with preparing and dis- 


tributing literature which advised 
the “necessity, desirability and pro- 
priety of overthrowing and _  de- 
stroying the Government of the 
United States by force and vio- 
lence.” 

All the defendants were acquit- 
ted of one count of the indictment 
—that alleging seditious conspiracy 
to overthrow the Government by 
violence. 

Five Acquitted by Verdict. - 

Originally the Government ob- 
tained indictments against 29 per- 
sons. Of the original defendants, 
however, Grant Dunne, Minneapo- 
lis labor leader, escaped trial by 
committing suicide three weeks 
before the cases were called Oct. 
27. Indictments against five oth- 
ers were dismissed on defense mo- 
tion after the Government had 
completed its testimony, and five 
others were acquitted on both 
counts in yesterday’s verdict. 

Miles Dunne, president of the 
General Drivers’ Union 544-CIO, 
was one of those acquitted, but his 
brother, Vincent R. Dunne, also a 
leader in the union, was convicted. 
Likewise acquitted were Kelly 
Postal, another union leader; Ray 
Organ, Ray Rainbolt and Harold 
Swanson.

State Health Chief Pro- 
poses Action Under Mili- 
tary Statute to Curb 
Venereal Disease. 


St. Louis and St. Louis County ; 


are included in a list of Missouri 
areas submitted to Surgeon Gen- 
eral Thomas Parran recently by 
State Health Commissioner Dr. 
James Stewart as districts in which 
the May Act should be -invoked 


in order to check the alarming in- 
crease in venereal diseases, Dr. 
Stewart told members of the Tu- 
berculosis and Health Society of 
St. Louis yesterday at the society’s 
thirty-fifth annual meeting at the 
Hotel Statler. 

The May Act empowers the Fed- 
eral Government to throw up pro- 
tective areas around military en- 
campments to curb. prostitution. 
This situation has become so acute, 
Dr, Stewart said, that U. S. High- 
way 66 might be described as a 
“red light district” from here to 
the southwestern corner of the 
State. 

The remarks of Dr. Stewart 
were indorsed by Dr. E. G. Me- 
Gavran, St. Louis County Health 
Commissioner, who discussed de- 


fense health problems from the} 


standpoint of the county. 
One in 10 Cases Treated. 

“In St. Louis County we know 
that we are taking care of only 
one-tenth of the known syphilis 
cases,” 
we treat 400 patients, we should 
be treating 4000 patients. But the 
staff is inadequate to follow up de- 
linquent cases of syphilis and the 
law is inadequate to force such 


teases to take sufficient treatment. 


We must either get power from 
the courts to protect the public or 
we must invoke the May Act and 
call in the Federal Government to 
do what we should do ourselves. 

“We aren’t dealing with ordinary 
prostitutes who are usually known 
to the law enforcement agencies 
of any area, but with new groups 
—backed by syndicates with 
money and legal aid to avoid law 
enforcement.” , 
'A second communicable dis- 
ease problem in the county is tu- 
berculosis, Dr: McGavran said. “Of 
course, it has always existed,” he 
said, “but because of overcrowd- 
ing and the influx of infected peo- 
ple, it has steadily become more 
acute until now two-thirds of the 
known cases are at large in the 
community.” 

Department Understaffed. 

These health problems as well as 
others in St. Louis County must be 
met by our health department, Dr. 
McGavran continued. But the de- 
partment has only one-third the 
minimum standard of nurses, one- 
third tthe minimum standard of 
sanitarians and one-third the mini- 
mum standard budget. 

“And it is into this one-third 
equipped health situation that the 
Federal Government has placed 
one of the greatest defense cen- 
ters in the United States—with 
$600,000,000 in primary defense con- 
tracts, with 66,000 industrial work- 
ers pouring in from all over the 
United States and with the proba- 
bility of a doubled county popula- 
tion within a year,” he said. 

Dr. McGavran said later that the 
new county health center, which 
will be built with the help of a 
$522,000 PWA grant, would not be 
completed in time to alleviate the 
situation. 

Both Dr. McGavran and Dr. 
Stewart emphasized the importance 


of the county health unit, staffed | 


with a well-trained personnel, in 
providing sufficient health service 
to meet. emergency health prob- 
lems. In some cases, Dr. Stewart 
said, the State Health Department 
has subsidized county units in or- 
der to provide them with medical

‘Something Has Happened’ 
to Former Italian Ida 
Z. O., Say U. S. Line 


Officers at New York. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
Shipping circles believe today that 
the U. S. Maritime freighter Mac- 
beth, reported missing in the North 
Atlantic, has been torpedoed. 

The 4935-ton vessel, formerly the 
Italian ship Ida Z. O., was flying 
the Panamanian flag and was be- 
ing operated by the United States 
Lines in ferrying American sup- 
plies to England. 

The Government seized the Mac- 
beth March 30 at Mobile, Ala., 
when all German, Italian and 
Danish ships in this country were 
taken under protective custody to 
prevent sabotage. 

No official news is available. Re- 
sponsible shipping men say “some- 
thing has happened to her, but we 
don’t know what.” 

Officials say the ship left New 
York Sept. 20 and was believed to 
be en route home. They say radio 
silence imposed by wartime condi- 
tions has prevented any news from 
the ship.

Japan’s present situation, the re- 
search organization found that in 
peacetime Japan was barely self- 
sustaining in foodstuffs, while its 
industries were heavily dependent 
on sources now under control of 
the “blockade” group. -

The analysis showed the cutting 
off of Japanese imports to the 
United States had been detrimen- 
tal to American economy because

Its military expenditures for the 
fiscal year 1941 took 70 per cent of 
the national budget campared with 
about 50 per cent in the United 
States. 

Inflation is evident in Japan, it 
added, estimating that by the end 
of 1940 wholesale prices were 58 
per cent higher than in 1936, while 


retail prices were up 66 per cent. 

Scanty imports have resulted in 
salvaging of every available scrap 
of material, the report said, includ- 
ing iron fences, sunken ships, wire, 
name pates, manhole covers and 
kitchen: utensils. 

Gasoline is severely rationed;

“In spite of these heroic meas- 
ures,” the board reported, “lack of 
material has spelled death to many 
industries. Even in the all-im- 
portant cotton textile industry, the 
number of factories in operation 
has been reduced by almost 50 per 
cent.”

GERMANS REPORT 
NEW MOSCOW GAIN 


BERLIN, Dec. 2 (AP). — Ger- 
man troops, battering at the Rus- 
sian lines before Moscow, have 
penetrated deeply into the capi- 
tal’s defense system at additional 
points, the high command an- 
nounced today. 

On the Southern front, where the 
Nazis have acknowledged their 
withdrawal from Rostov under 
heavy Soviet attacks, the com- 
munique said that bitter fighting 
was continuing, but gave no de- 
tails.

The situation in the Far East, 
meanwhile, continued tense. An 
analysis of troop and naval move- 
ments led military strategists here 
to the conclusion that the so-called 
ABCD powers (America, Britain 
China and the Dutch East Indies) 
already had made their decision to 
fight if and when Japan invades 
the ‘Kingdom of Thailand. 

The ABCD powers.are known’ to 
be in full accord with the position 


the United States has taken in the 


negotiations with Japan. . 

Military strategists advanced 
four reasons for their belief that 
the ABCD nations would fight if 
the: Japanese troops, now massed 
in occupied French Indo-China, 
should move on Thailand: 

1. The invasion would be a 
prelude to‘an attack on British 
and Dutch possessions in the 
South Pacific. 

2. It would put Japan in a 
more favorable military position 
for.an, offensive against the 
Burma road, China’s vital sup- 
ply -line. 

3. It would enable Japan to 
menace American sources of tin, 
rubber and other raw materials 
essential to defense production, 
and, by giving Japan a firm hold 
in the South Pacific, jeopardize 
the future security of the Phil- 
ippines. 

4. It would provide evidence 
that Japan was. furthering the 
Axis program of world con- 
quest by co-operating ina tre- 
mendous pincer movement en- 
compassing the Middle East and 
Eastern Asia. 

No Official Disclosure. 

All this conjecture on the effect 
of an invasion of Thailand, how- 
ever, found no confirmation at the 
White House, State, War or Navy 
departments. 

The conviction is expressed in 
informed diplomatic quarters that 
the Japanese Government is de- 
laying committing itself pending 
immediate developments in the Eu- 
ropean war. 

The success or failure of Nazi ef- 
forts to capture Moscow or Lenin- 
grad, the outcome of the present 
campaign in Libya, and the result 
of Hitler’s attempts to exact closer 
collaboration from France, it is 
predicted, all will have bearing on 
Japan’s decision. 

Unless the Germans win soon in 
Russia, experts here say; the Red 
Army in Siberia would become a 
dangerous threat to Japan, partic- 
ularly if Japan were engaged in a 
march southward. 

Unless Axis forces, fighting in 
North Africa, can break cut of the 
Mediterranean through Suez and 
utilize French bases and warships, 
the experts add, the Axis navies 
cannot provide any appreciable 
help to the Japanese in a conflict 
in the Pacific. 


JAPANESE CABINET

TOKYO, Dec. 2 (AP).—The Jap- 
anese Cabinet devoted a long ses- 
sion today to study of the Wash- 
ington negotiations while the press 
gave prominence to dispatches de- 
scribing the gathering of ABCD 
forces in the South Seas and charg- 
ing that Britain was preparing to 
invade Thailand.

New Processing Plant Turns Out 
$6 Coal for Low Income Families 


Machinery Removes ‘Fines’ Making Arkansas 


Fuel Suitable for 


Furnaces. 


Stoves and Small 


A new processing plant for Ar-| 


kansas low-volatile, coal, one prod- 
uct of which will be a fuel in sizes 
suitable for stoves and small fur- 
naces to be made available at $6 
a ton to low-income families, was 
placed in operation today at Knox 
avenue and the Frisco Railroad 
tracks. 

The plant was promoted by E. 
J. Wallace, coal distributer, to in- 
crease the supply of smokeless 
fuels acceptable under the smoke 
ordinance, and to give consumers 
a wider choice of such fuels. 

The raw material for the proces- 
sing-plant will.be 2% to 0 (inehes)» 
coal costing $1.75 a ton at the Ar- 
kansas mines. Shipment of. this 
material to St. Louis will cost 
about $2.15 for freight and han- 
dling. Only the “fines” and small 
particles passing through a one- 
half inch screen will be used for 
processing. That part which will 
not pass through the screen will 
be retailed at $6 a ton. Although 
plans are not completed for mar- 
keting the coal, Wallace said a 
method would be worked ouf for 
allocating it to those parts of the 
city where families most in need 
live. 

Arkansas coal, measuring from 
six inches down to zero, has been 
available. heretofore at about $6.50 
a ton, but Was not suitable for 
domestic heating because of the 
large proportion of “fines” in it. 

Operated by the Smokeless Coal 
Blox Co., the new plant will turn 
out 140 tons a day of processed 
fuels in two forms. Wallace could 
not say how much of the $6 coal 
will be made available. That will 


depend on how much of the raw. 


material will have to be scréened 
to meet the requirements of the 
processing plant. 

One form of the processed fuel 
will be called Dixie Smokeless 
Blox; the other will be pillow- 
shaped briquettes called Kolikets. 
Retail prices of these fuels, to be 
sold through neighborhood dealers, | 
will be about $8.50 to $9.25 a ton. 

In the new plant machines de- 
sigrted for the purpose press tie 
raw material into hard shapes held 
together by an asphalt binder. 
High pressure is expected to make 
the product so hard that it will 
withstand exposure to any kind of 
weather and will be clean and al- 
most dustless in handling.

These 
briquets, measuring 2% inches 
long, an inch and a half wide and 
a half-inch thick, are for use in 
small heating plants and stoves 
and hot-water heaters. The 
briquets will sell for 50 cents a ton 
more than the blox. 

Completion of the plant, first set 
for Sept. 15, was delayed by slow 
delivery of machinery and _ mate- 
rials, Wallace said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. Some second-hand 
machinery was used when new 
equipment was not available. The 
company’s plans call for doubling 
the capacity of the plant before 
spring, provided the machinery 
and other supplies can be pro- 
cured. 

This is the first large-scale plant 
to be established in the city to 
produce smokeless fuel since en- 
actment of the smoke control ordi- 
nance in the spring of 1940.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP).—To 
the Minnesota football team and 
to Sports Editor Ray Kelly of the 
New York Times go top honors 
today in the final Associated Press 
football ranking poll of the reg- 
ular 1941 season. 

The Golden Gophers, as had ap- 
peared likely since the second 
week in November, finished in 
first place to retain the No. 1 po 
sition accorded them a year ago, 
just as they retained the Western 
Conference championship they won 
in 1940. Of the 96 sports experts 
throughout the country who took 
part in this week’s balloting, 84 
plunked for Minnesota and one 
other split his vote between the 
Gophers and Duke. 

As a result the Gophers, with 
nine ‘second-place votes, another 
for third and one for fourth, polled 
a total of 945% points out of a 
perfect 960.

$29 2-8 points in sixth place, Mis- 
souri $28 in a seventh. Notre 
Dame, Texas and Michigan, in 
third, fourth and fifth, and Texas 
A. and M. and Navy, in ninth and 
tenth, completed the first 10.

Tom Andrews, 
Boxing Annual 
Editor, Dead 


MILWAUKEE, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
Thomas Andrews, 72, sports writer 
and fight promoter in the days

4m Tank Battle 


Witnessed on Desert. 

HE day after I had been 
through the Tank School I 
flying a small ferry plane 


We just climbed in through the hatch and drove out of the yard. 


when we came on a sham tank 
battle. 
watched what was going on. There 
were several hundred tanks on 
the field and they did not butt 
each other as one might imagine 
they do in a tank battle. Instead, 
they were spread out over an 


enormous area and not moving / 


very fast. Each squadron was 
maintaining its formation very 
carefully—as the tank Major had 
told me they would—sticking to a 
kind of geographical pattern ar- 
ranged so that there was no area 
around the attacking force that 
was not covered by its guns. The 
turrets on the flanks pointed side- 
ways; the turrets of the last tanks 
pointed to the rear. The two op- 
posing forces seemed to be feel- 
ing each other out. 


Later we drove in an automo- 
bile past one of the field head- 
quarters of this sham battle. There 
were armored cars and trucks and 
portable radio masts. Dispatch 
riders on motorcycles kept com- 
ing and going, but I was told that 
the radio was the important thing 
and that the tanks talked to one 
another and to headquarters con- 
stantly throughout a battle. Tents 
had been struck for this field 
headquarters. The officers were 
standing in front of their tents 
in a group, studying the maps they 
held.

NATAL, Brazil. 
HRUST out into the South At- 
T iantic Ocean—1600 miles fur- 
ther east than New York—is 
the almost Venetian city of Natal— 
today the crossroads for airplanes 
linking the two hemispheres. 


Now those planes are commer- 
cia] transports. Soon; as the United 
States southern ferry service to 
Britain and its allies gets under 
way, they will. be bombers. 


Like Lisbon, Natal is a focal 
point for the commercial transport 
planes of both Axis and -non‘Axi®) 
powers. It is the closest city on 
this continent to Vichy-held Dakar 
in Africa, 1800 miles ‘across the 


ocean. 


Natal’s present air base facilities 
comprise 4,200,000 square meters, 
of which approximately 60 per cent 
is occupied by the nearly com- 
pleted field and buildings of Pan 
American Airways and its Bra- 
zilian subsidiary, Panair do Brazil. 
A first-class field and facilities also 
are owned by the inactive Air 
France, part of which are used by 
the Italian service Lati—at pres- 
ent the only air mail link with 
Europe. 


Used by German System. 


Natal also is a landing point for 
Condor Airlines, a subsidiary of 
Lufthansa, the German air trans- 
port system, and chief rival of 
Panair in South America. 


Condor also uses that section of 
the Air France field used by Lati, 
but boasts a well-equipped sea- 
Plane base with ample hangar fa- 
cilities, repair shops, offices and 
four subterranean tanks with a ca- 
pacity of 8000 gallons of gasoline 
each, as well as two radio sta- 
tions. 


Panair planes pass through Natal 
four times weekly on international 
or coastal runs. There are two 
Condor arrivals and departures 
weekly and the Lati plane depart- 
ing for Europe stops here. 

Panair facilities are the most 
complete and modern in Natal. 
There are reports that the idle Air 
France facilities may be absorbed 
by the Brazilian Government and 
incorporated with Panair. 


Field Growing Rapidly. 

The Panair field is assuming 
rapidly growing importance with 
the establishment of the plane ferry 
service to West Africa, and the 
new trans-Atlantic service of Pan- 
air; to use Natal as a hopping-off 
point, 

Planes from the United States 
are arriving here in steadily in- 
creasing numbers, to be refueled | 
before taking off for Africa—to a 
point 1900 miles away—and from 
there continuing to destinations in 
Africa or the Near East. Thus far 
the planes have been transports, 
but this route shortly will become 
one of the most imprtant life- 
lines for bombers as well. 

Recently I watched the arrival 
of six Douglas. transports, two 
landing one afternoon and four the 
following day.

When he complained that the Government's taking 
over of the Bircher-Goodfellow area for the small- | 
arms ammunition plant, and the Mart Building for 
an Army medical supply depot, has deprived St.

governments by the defense program, ea 

By now, most of us have realized that, as in- 
dividuals, we are going to have considerably less 
money than we had in‘the past for the purchase of 
“the good things of life’—and perhaps cven some of 
its necessities—as a result of defense financing. Too 
few of us, however, have stopped to realize that 
the shrinking of our spending money also means a 
shrinking of the money available for local and state 
taxes. 

Yet such is the case. Federal revenues, state reve- 
nues, municipal revenues and the money passed over 
the grocery store counter all come out of the same 
purse. So, if the Federal Government finds it neces- 
sary to take a considerably larger share than usual 
to pay for guns and tanks and planes and, on top of 
that, more for the sake of discouraging inflation, 
then not very much will be left. Municipal revenues 
are going to be increasingly difficult to raise—even 
if the Government does not directly take property off 
the tax rolls. 

Nor will municipal and state difficulties arise 
merely out of the shrinkage in the taxpayer's pocket- 
book. Almost everything that cities and states must 
buy—from fire engines to concrete—is going up in 
price. Since defense comes first, Washington is 
urging the subordinate governments to pare their 
However, if public services— 
such as police, sanitation, etc.—are seriously im- 
paired, the consequent effects on health and morale 
may become dangerous stumbling blocks in the way of 
our major goal. 

The first reaction to this situation, on the part of 
the cities and the states, may be a feverish search for 
new sources of revenue. Thus, the depression intro- 
duced most Americans to the sales tax. However, 
Simeon E. Leland, chairman of the Department of 
Beonomics at the University of Chicago and a widely 
consulted expert in governmental finance, issues a 
warning in the current issue of State Government 
that such a scramble will be to no avail. 

This is true not so much because there is already 
spirited competition by all taxing bodies for virtual- 
ly every type of revenue source, but because, as we 
have said, all the money comes from the same purse. 
There is, after all, just so much national income 
in a given year. 

Drastic but not reckless economy in non-defense 
spending is the first practical approach to a solution 
of the problem. Beyond that, there is the suggestion 
that municipalities and states should postpone public 
projects until after the emergency. Priorities prob- 
ably will take care of this automatically. 

But it is doubtful whether this will provide the 
desired post-war cushion against unemployment. The 
plain fact is that municipal and state financing is 
done on a hand-to-mouth basis, and so provides 
funds for “extras” only in good times. During the 
depression, for example, Federal grants, not mu- 
nicipal or state taxes, financed most “made work.” 
And the current situation certainly does not invite 
or permit these bodies to raise more than their re- 
quired revenues with a view to future spending. 

On the contrary, reductions in non-Federal taxes 
would be a real help toward paying for defense. Yet, 
local bodies are also being urged to keep, their taxes 
up (even if they reduce their spending) as one more 
means of reducing purchasing power and so curbing 
inflation. “Great care must be exercised in the ap- 
plication of this principle,” Leland warns. Well, 
conditions probably will be such that there will be 
little danger of any community collecting taxes 
simply to get money out of circulation! 

This new stringency in governmental income—at 
the city and state levela—may finally bring home to 
us the planlessness of the American tax system. It 
may make us realize that cities, counties, states and 
the Federal Government are not economically inde- 
pendent bodies, whatever their political relationship 
may be, 

This realization may spur us to the research 
which will produce a more unified system of revenue- 
raising and disbursement. Since it will have to avoid 
the lack of responsibility likely to develop when one 
body raises revenue for a lesser body to disburse, 
and since it will have to avoid conflicts with neces- 
sary political distinctions, such a system will not 
be an easy one to devise. 

But nothing more clearly demonstrates our drift 
from a federation into a nation than does the present 
emergency. And sooner or later we will be com- 
pelled to give a degree of economic recognition to 
this fact.

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A DANGEROUS COUNTY INTERSECTION. 

The intersection of Lindbergh and Ladue roads 
has a long and grim record. In the past three years, 
at least 19 persons have been injured there, and one 
has been killed. In addition, it is the scene of un- 
counted other accidents in which passengers have 
been fortunate enough to escape serious hurt. 

High-speed traffic on Lindbergh is to blame. With 
the exception of Big Bend, Ladue js the only 
majo? crossroad on Lindbergh which motorists may 
traverse without stopping. A check last June 6 
showed that, as a result, cars traveling on Lindbergh 
average 40.2 miles per hour at the intersection and 47 
per cent cross the junction going faster than 40. 

Either turning into Lindbergh from. Ladue or 
crossing it there is a hazardous enterprise.

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A MEMORIAL TO ELIJAH LOVEJOY. | 

Colby College is preparing to build on its campus 
in Waterville, Me, an auditorium as a memorial to 
Elijah Parish Lovejoy, one of its distinguished 
alumni and “the first American martyr to the 
freedom of. the press.” | 

There is to be more to this memorial than a build- 
ing and a name beautifully cut in stone. It is hoped 
that it will become a meeting place for the news- 
paper workers of America, a shrine in which they 
may discuss the problems of their craft, and re- 
dedicate themselves to its highest ideals as those 
were exemplified by the man who died at the hands 
of an Alton mob because he insisted on raising his 
voice in protest against human slavery. 

In these murky days, it is no longer a banal truism 
to say that the struggle for freedom is never won. 
Chattel slavery may no longer cry for abolition, but 
the world is still full of a number of slaveries, phy- 
sical, economic and intellectual. 

The children of darkness are strong in their gen- 
eration, but in the battle against them the bugler 
must never sound retreat. Yet it is a hard fight, 
and whatever lends encouragement is welcomed. Of 
such things, not the least is a memorial and an altar 
to.the Lovejoy spirit. 
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IT HAPPENED IN MISSOURI. 

We Americans went through the years of the de- 
pression solacing ourselves with the assertion that, 
in this fat land of ours, nobody ever starved to death. 

To social workers, begging the Legislature for 
more adequate direct. relief appropriations, this 
statement often seemed a criminal mockery. Now 
their doubts stand confirmed. It has happened here 
in Missouri. 7 

George Walker-Gordon, 19 years old, died last week 
in a half-burned,: one-room shack in the Ozark foot- 
hills near Monett. It was a plain case of starvation, 
according to Dr: Elburn A. Smith. Whenever the 
boy earned 25 or 50 cents, he bought groceries ep that 
his seven brothers and sisters and his parents might 
eat. He took little food for himself. 

No, he was not a shiftless youth-from an improvi- 
dent home. He and his father had worked in the 
strawberry harvest; they had planted tomatoes and 
cut timber. They had gone to Camp Crowder, near 
Neosho, to work, but George was dismissed because 
he was too weak. And so, on his way home with a 
last armful of groceries, the boy collapsed at the door 
of the cabin. 

Yes, the case ig unusual, a bit on the melodramatic 
side. People rarely starve to death—literally, They 
die cf the diseases that burn unchecked through an 
undernourished body. Even George's death was, for 
the. records, attributed to pellagra. But Dr. Smith 
said it was a plain case of starvation. 

The Gordon family’s way of life is typical of all too 
many families in Missouri—in the State’s city slums 
and in its rural slums. But our legislators, busy try- 
ing to steal the governorship, could not bring them- 
selves to remove this blot from Missouri’s fair name. 
They did not have compassion enough, or any burn- 
ing hunger for justice. :

Reprisals are only surface bubbles on anti-Nazi current welling 
up in all classes and regions of France, says writer; Catholics and 
Protestants, workers and farmers all joining underground move- 
ment; refusal to accept defeat is called the first step to victory.

HE more melodramatic aspects of French 
T resistance to the Nazis are receiving 

ample attention in the press. The Ger- 
mans can no longer conceal the extent of 
terrorist and sabotage acts, nor the ferocity 
of the reprisals. 

These things are surface bubbles. More 
significant is the hot lava underneath. The 
division of France into two zones no longer 
suffices to destroy or disperse the moral 
forces of the nation. The revolt is inspired 
not so much by material hardships, but by 
a moral impulsion toward honor and dignity 
which bears witness to France's refusal to 
surrender. 

The Germans: still enjo, the support of 
their own former agents, a few snabs who 
despise democracy, a few politicians deeply 
compromised by deals with the enemy, a 
few business men who have taken over 
Jewish enterprises, and ruffians recruited 
by Jacques Doriot. To this list Vichy can 
add only a few country squires, a few army 
men and police officials. On the other side 
of the barricades is France. * 

The great writers refuse to make the 
slightest concession, Only . Victor Mar- 
gueritte, specialist in sex literature; Henri 
Beraud, who. specializes in anglophobia; 
and the former Communist fellow-traveler, 
Luc Durtain, have responded to the Nazi 
advances. They count for little beside liter- 
ary figures like Francois Mauriac, Paul 
Ciaudel, Andre Gide, To Martin du Gard, 
Georges Duhamel and Paul Valery.

The whole body of university and school 
teachers, both religious and secular, pre- 
sents one solid front. Prof. Roussy, former 
Rector of the University of Paris; Prof. 
Dupuis, former director of the Ecole Nor- 
male Superieure; Prof. Georges Dumas, one 
of the glories of French science, have taken 
a courageous stand. _ 

Showing the same courage, a group of 
Catholic teachers published a pamphlet re- 
futing Alfred Rosenberg’s “Myth of the 
Twentieth Century,” with its neo-pagan 
literary lucubrations. They also published 
Pius XI’s encyclical against racism—illegal- 
ly, for religious texts are banned by the 
Government. 

Cardinal Gerlier, Archbishop of Lyons 
and Primate of France, is the inspirer of 


this spiritual resistance. Monseigneur 
Saliege, Archbishop of Toulouse, wrote in 
January: ‘ 


“At present the future of the Christian 
spirit is in danger, perhaps for centurjes 
to come. Many Catholics and priests do 
not seem to realize this. I have seized 


this opportunity to warn and admonish 


them ex-cathedra.” : 

On May 18, the day after a bomb explo- 
sion in front of the Marseille synagogue, 
the Bishop of Marseille, Monseigneur Delay, 
wrote the following letter to Rabbi Salzer: 

“I am impelled to express ou the in- 
dignation I felt when I ]} of last 
nhight’s cowardly and criminal attack on the 
synagogue of Marseille. Every religious 
person must raise his voice against such a 
crime, and every Frenchman who longs for 
that social peace so necessary in our pres- 
ent unhappy circumstances must condemn 
it and pray for its prompt punishment.” 

Militant Catholic youth groups meet in 
secret throughout France. The almost 
unanimous 


Catholic opposition is important 
in itself and highly revealing of the general 
sentiment, since Catholic ence cuts 
right across social groupings. ' 


Protestant ministers react with no less 
vigor. After the horrifying racial laws 
were announced by the Vichy Government, 
Marc Boegner wrote from Nimes to the 
Grand Rabbi of France: 

“The National Council of Protestant 
Churches of France hag just held its first 
meeting since the promulgation of the law 
of Oct. 1, 1940. They have asked me to 
convey to you their painful feelings at the 
introduction of racial laws in our country 
and at the sight of the innumerable miseries 
and injustices imposed upon the Jews in 
France. . . . Our church has already 
taken definite steps and will continue to 
work for the revision of the law.” 

The bar, always a great moral force in 
France, has kept its spirit intact. Jacques 
Charpentier, president of the Paris Bar As- 
sociation, ardently defends traditional 
French freedom of speech.

Fearless editors have joined in this un- 
dertaking, publishing such periodicals as 
Le Lorrain, weekly organ of the emigres 
from Alsace-Lorraine in unoccupied France; 
La Liberation, underground paper for the 
South, which publishes long communica- 
tions from Alsace-Lorraine and shames the 
silence of Vichy; Le Pantagruel, anti-col- 
laborationist journal published illegally in 
Paris, and Le Liberte, a democratic news 
paper printed illegally in the unoccupied 
zone. 

In labor circles, resistance is unanimous, 
resolute and ardent. The Union of Christian 
Workers collaborates with the General Con- 
federation of Labor (CGT), which is still 
functioning, although the Government offi- 
cially dissolved it. Together, they have or- 
ganized underground branches all over 
France. : 

Socialists and unorganized workers, the 
Communists are now, belatedly, playing a 
part in working-class resistance.

Later he explained to a

“Those things are happening in 
every city,” the Rev. Mr. Cum- 
mings said, “and again and again 
men go into office who are part 
and parcel of it. But I know that 
this administration is not that 
way. I have -the utmost faith in 
Mayor Becker.” 

Assails Housing Conditions. 

In his address, he said that hous- 
ing conditions, especially in Negro 
districts are so bad that they con- 
stitute “the worst slums in Amer- 
ica.” Water, he added, was at a 
premium and sanitary facilities al- 
most non-existent, contributing to 
an environment in which “children 
do not have food to build strong 
bodies and they become slaves to 
disease.” 

The Rev. Mr. Cummings later 
said that the areas he described 
were along the riverfront north of 
Washington avenue and “beyond 
the railroad tracks.” Although a 
city ordinance, he said, prohibits 
outdoor toilets he estimated 9000 
were in existence. 

During his speech he said that 
the “rabid, racial hatreds” existed 
even in the churches here and that 
he had found repeated evidence of 
discrimination against Negroes 
and Jews. In alluding to this ref- 
erence, he told of an anonymous 
anti-Jewish letter he received be- 
fore the federation’s meeting. He 
added that cases of discrimination 
were “apparent on every hand.” 
Co-Operative Religious Program. 

The Rev. Mr. Cummings, in his 
address, urged concerted action by 
Protestant churches and said the 
federation would announce short- 
ly a co-operative plan to remedy 
civic evils, involving a co-opera- 
tive religious program with ter- 
ritorial divisions, . 
“No city could withstand the 
power of united effort of all the 
churches in civic affairs,” the Rev. 
Mr. Cummings said, “in evangelism 
and Christian education; in pool- 
ing our resources we would move 
cities to action beyond our fondest 
expectations.” ?

CHICAGO, Dec. 2 (AP)—The 
America First Committee reported 
last night that it would take a 
hand in the 1942 Congressional elec- 
etions by supporting Senators and 
Representatives who “have kept 
faith with the people’s mandate to 
avoid participation in the war.” 

The committee said the program 
“will not be used as an attempt 
to build a third political party.” 

The organization, opposed 
American intervention in conflicts 
abroad and sponsor of many ral- 
lies, outlined its political policies 
in a statement issued by its na- 
tional committee. 

“Today America is confronted 
with a condition which strikes at 
the basic principle of the American 
way of life—government by con- 
sent of the governed,” the state- 
ment said. | 

“We know from the experiences 
of other countries that Fascism 
results when the legislative branch 
of the Government surrenders to 
one man its power to make deci- 
sions for the people. In the face 
of this same trend toward Fascism 
in America the immediate duty of 
the American people is to return 
to Congress only those representa- 
tives who faithfully execute the 
people’s trust. 

“Accordingly, the America First 
Committee, which has not sought 
to influence the election of any 
candidate for public office now be- 
lieves that in due time and in

alleged guerrilla activities. 


Nazi Difficulties. 

A German disaster in South Rus- 
sia, coming simultaneously with 
the probable Nazi defeat in Libya 
would have results in the moral 


field out of all proportion to its 
intrinsic valuation. 


The German difficulties and 
troubles in Russia are, of course, 
very largely due to‘extended com- 
munications, dwindling air support, 
and the check on the extent and 
duration of every effort imposed 
by the bitter cold which limits the 
permissible time of exposure of 
personnel, The Russians, better 
acclimatized, do not suffer so much 
from this latter limitation, their 
supply lines grow shorter as the 
Nazis’ grow longer, and as both 


these factors tend to reduce the 


advantage derived from the pe- 
culiar characteristics of armored 
troops, Soviet superiority in man- 
power increases in proportionate 
importance, 


We ought not, however, to as- 
sume that these Russian advan- 
tages will necessarily prove de- 
cisive. The Germans are still seek- 
ing a decision; 
further gains; they may even take 
Moscow, although it seems improb- 
able. 


Moscow and World War. 


The Moscow battle resembles 
somewhat the western front in the 
last war, where again and again 
great attacks once brought to a 
standstill were renewed with fresh 
reserves, only to cause further 
slaughter for the gaining of minor 
objectives not worth the price,

CITY SCHOOLS’ ENROLLMENT 
AVERAGE DECLINES TO 97,492 


Figure for Last 10 Weeks Is 2187 
Below Last Year, Report to 
Board Committee Shows. 

The average enrollment in city 


schools for the first 10 weeks of 


the current term was 97,492, a de- 
cline of 2187 from the same period 
last year, a statistical report pre- 
pared for presentation to the 
Board of Education’s Instruction 
Committee showed today. 

Continuance of the decline in*ea- 
rollment in white elementary 
schools was noted, registration be- 
ing 49,843, as compared with 50,062 
last year, but school officials re- 
gard the smallness of the decline 
as indicative of a “leveling off.” 
There were 60,824 students in white 
elementary schools when the se- 
ries of decreases began in 1929. 

At present, there are 18,642 stu- 
dents in white high schools, 3393 
in Negro high schools, and 15,039 
in Negro elementary schools. 


MAIL-EARLY CHRISTMAS DRIVE 


300,000 Circulars Sent Out Giving 
Best Mailing Dates. 

The annual “mail early” Christ- 
mas drive has begun early this 
season, with the delivery of 300,000 
circulars in the St. Louis postal 
area urging that parcels for the 
Pacific Coast, New England and 
South Atlantic states be mailed by 
Dec. 11; for Rocky Mountain, New 
York and East Central states by 
Dec. 12, and for the rest of the 
country by Dec. 13.

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GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON SAYS— 


It is Cruel Deception to Say U S Can 
Rearm and Keep Economic Gains—All- 


Out Defense to Come Only at Expense 
of Standard of Living.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2. 


ROM the President down, there 

has been scarcely an official 

voice raised_in the past two 
years that has not given us the 
assurance, from time to time with 
more or less emphasis, and with- 
out any back-tracking, that we can 
do this defense job without losing 
any economic gains. 


The latest of these is a foreword 
by Sidney Hillman to a publication 
of the labor division on ships for 
freedom: 

“The preservation of our free 
system of life is the aim of our 
defense efforts, which are based 
on the idea that we can produce | 
more than Hitler can destroy with- 


our freedom.” 


Of course this could not possibly 
mean that we could produce ail 
that Hitler can destroy without 
losing the freedom of our economic 
system, its individual management 
or its profits, in confiscatory taxes 
and regimentation. It could not 
possibly mean that when we con- 
template mortgaging our future up 
to a 100 billion dollars, at the very 
minimum, we are not giving up the 
economic gains of wealth and free- 
dom from taxation of an onerous 
nature that our forefathers have 
accumulated here over the cen- 
turies, 


It does clearly mean that while 
searching with a fine sieve for any 
economic gains that supposedly 
will not be given up, the two that 
are obviously intended are those 
designed to appeal to working 
people, farmers and the like, but, 
even here, regarding the most im- 
portant ones of these (less work 
and a higher standard of living) 
the idea that we can escape defi- 
nitely giving these up in great 
quantities if our effort is to be 
“all-out,” in fact as well as in 
slogans, the statement is a cruel 
deception. 

We are rapidly approaching a 
limit to total defense production 
with the facilities available. There- 


fore, if defense production is to 
continue to increase, civilian pro- 
duction, and, therefore, consump- 
tion will have to.be curtailed. We 
say very glibly: “There can be 
no business as usual,” but if there 
be no business as usual for the 
big fellow—and there will be plen- 
ty of business for him—it is a cer- 
tainty that the fellow for whom 
there will be no business is the 
little fellow. 

His standards of living are as 
important to be preserved and his 
economic gains and freedom are as 
dear to him as that of any other 
class or as to all people. There 
is no other way of increasing mili- 
tary production except by using 
resources that are presently en- 
gaged in maintaining our high 
standards of living, economic gains 
and freedoms. 

There will soon be a tremendous 
“priorities unemployment.” It will 
hit every class of the population. 
There will soon be higher taxes for 
every class. There is already such 
shortage among certain skills of 
labor that it is impossible—if we 
are to have “all-out” production— 
not to work longer hours and to 
restrict the indiscriminate right 
to strike in jurisdictional disputes 
and controversies that have noth- 
ing whatever to do with the emp» 
ployer-employe relations. 

How can one class of our leaders 
ask all people to change their 
whole method of life, giving up 
buying of automobiles, refrigera- 
tors, stop building houses and 
hence, in future, live in much more 
restricted, if not more degraded 
conditions, while another class of 
leadership in telling them: “No 
loss of economic freedom.” 

There is no question of the truth 
and accuracy of the allegation of 
this column. These statements 
are being uttered every day and 
have been uttered for a long, long 
time. Taken altogether and com- 
pared, they constitute one of the 
most blatant pieces of buncombe 
ever attempted to be foisted on 
this country with a straight face 
and no excuse. Hitler himself has 
rarely fallen to such depths.

gard it as a way of using left- 
over cauliflower. But the chances 
are that by the second time you 
will have such an affectionate 
memory of’ this unusually attrac- 
tive soup that you'll go out and 
get a cauliflower especially for the 
purpose. If you do, be sure to save 
the cauliflower cooking water to 
go into the soup. 

Tomato Cauliflower Soup. 

Two tablespoons butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, one cup evaporated 
milk, one cup cooking water from 
cauliflower (or fresh water), two 
cups hot tomato juice, one-fourth 
teaspoon sugar, one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, one-fourth 
teaspoon onion juice, dash pepper, 
two cups hot cooked cauliflower 
flowerets, ground cloves. 

Melt butter in large saucepan; 
blend in flour and salt, add milk 
and water, and stir constantly 
over direct heat until the sauce 
boils and thickens. Gradually stir 
in the hot tomato juice and the 
seasonings (except cloves). Add 
the cauliflowerets, and if necessary 
to reheat, do this over very low 
heat. Pour into soup bowls and 
sprinkle ground cloves lightly over 
the surface. Four servings.

: Comparative 
Health of City 
And of Farm 


_ By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ROWNING wrote a poem 

called “Up in a Villa—Down 

the City” describing the plea- 
sures of farm life as contrasted 
with the pleasures of city life. I, 
less poetic, more practical than 
Browning, would like to approach 
the subject from.the standpoint of 
hygiene and consider the compara- 
tive healthfulness of life down on 
the farm and up in the city. 

There are lots of people who 
like to live down on the farm and 
I personally am glad there are 
because I would be extremely un- 
happy on a real sure-enough oper- 
ating farm. 

One of the arguments that is 
advanced in favor of farm life is 
that it is more healthful and to a 
certain extent the recent figures 
compiled by Dr. James J. Short of 
the New York Postgraduate Med- 


ical School indicate that this 
might be true. 
Tobacco: Fifty-seven per cent 


of rural people and 68 per cent of 
city dwellers use tobacco. 

Alcohol: Forty-two per cent of 
rural and 60 per cent of city 
dwellers use alcohol. 

In the case of both tobacco and 
alcohol, life in the city leads to 
greater temptation, 


x* xk * 

EFFECTS OF HIGH pressure 
living: About 3 per cent of rural 
as contrasted with 7 per cent of 
city dwellers have a pulse rate of 
90 or more. This might be in- 
terpreted to mean the pressure of 
life in the city. Tremors are more 
than twice as frequent in the city. 

But three and one half per cent 
of rural and only two and one 
half per cent of urban dwellers 
have enlarged hearts. 

Heart murmur occurred in 3% 
. per cent of rural people and 4% 
per cent of city dwellers. 

Lung disease occurred in 2% per 
cent in the country and 3 per cent 
in the city. This, of course, is 
mostly tuberculosis, Ther is « 
surprisingly small difference. 

Eight per cent rural and 9 per 
cent urban need glasses. 

Nearly 6 per cent rural and 3 
per cent urban dwellers have in- 
fected tonsils. This is probably 
due to better access to medicai 
care in the city.

| tor. . . . I never look into 
my garbage pail, without 
thinking, there, in the refuse 
which America wastes—are the 
peas’ pods and potato parings 
which my brave, humorous old 
mother and high-principled sisters 
in Norway need so terribly, to 
keep them from starvation! These 
scraps would make a more lavish 
meal than they have seen in a 
year.” 

That is one paragraph from the 
letter printed here today. Read 
the rest yourself. Read and 
think: 

“My Dear Miss Robinson: 

“I have looked, as you did, at 
this frantic scramble over Amer- 
ica’s diminishing supply of silk 
stockings—and, I must admit, my 
heart turned sick within me. I am 
an American citizen, born in Nor- 
way. I love America. I hold 
sacred its principles. I believe it 
is the one hope of a demoralized 
world. But sometimes I am over- 
come with fear when I see how 
lightly many Americans hold those 
principles—how little they know of 
what ‘freedom and equality’ cost. 


“When, in 1921, I came to this 
country, of which I had dreamed 
so long, I had a peculiar feeling.

It was after the 
awful World War, but no. one 
seemed to have learned anything 
from it. True, some had lost their 
loved ones and sorrowed genuine- 
ly. But America had not known, 
as a nation, the meaning of hun- 
ger, humiliation, stark terror.

playing its wealth in the face of 
desperate nations. 

“I do not say this lightly or bit- 
terly. I repeat, I deeply love my 
adopted country. I am ‘loyal to it 
with all my heart. I believe in 
and would die for its form of gov- 
ernment. But these facts, which 


I state, are the truth. Some one 
should state them at a time when 
a whole continent is dying for 
lack of food . . . and, here at 
home, thousands of men are strik- 
ing because they wish more than a 
$10 wage per day. There is some 
thing terribly wrong and shameful 
about all this. My constant prayer 
is that America shall realize that 
shame in time. 


“Your story of the second-gener- 
ation children of old country par- 
ents, of how they become spoiled 
by our extravagant tastes, is true. 
Wickedly true. We not only cor- 
rupt these children with our false 
standards, but we wreck our own 
good name throughout the world. 
Often when I returned home, after 
the war, I heard bitter criticism of 
America’s selfish tourists who 
flaunted their wealth while Euro- 
pean babies died. Repeatedly I told 
these critics the real Americans 
were decent, unselfish and law- 
abiding as any people on earth. Yet 
what could my pleas mean against 
such vulgar evidence? 


“America, wake up in time! Stop 
weeping over your lost silk stock- 
ings... . Try to realize what this 
war is really meaning to three- 
quarters of the world . . . what it 
may mean to you! 


“We are our brothers’ keepers! 
If we ignore their misery now, our 
own will some day be ignored. I 
am not pleading that we enter war. 
, . I am only pleading that we 
keep awakened ‘minds and hearts, 
. » »« That we cease our childish 
waste! 

“As a child, your vision and your 
faith were like stars in my eky. 

. » And to millions more who 
dreamed of America as they would 
dream of heaven. Do not take your 
stars away from us who have 
come in such reverent hope! Do 
not forget that dream yourselves!

As Result of | 
Own Bad Play

E have all heard the bridge 
table expression: “It took 
genius to lose that contract.”

Many of the above bids had ques- 
tionable merit. North’s take out 
double might better have been a 
simple heart overcall. East's re- 
double was sound but, after North 
bid two hearts, East should have 
grasped the opportunity to bid his 
own major suit at the two level 
rather than give an ambiguous dia- 
mond raise. South’s four club res- 
cue bid was bad, but lucky. He 
hardly could have known that 
North was prepared to rescue him- 
self by bidding four clubs. The 
lucky part came about through 
the fact that when South made the 
bid, West was lured into a pre- 
mature double, whereas if South 
had properly passed and North 
had gone to four clubs, West prob- 
ably would have made the more 
conservative bid of four diamonds. 


West opened the diamond ace 
and, when the dummy appeared, 
must have groaned inwardly. Not 
that any other opening lead would 
have been better, but simply that 
the chance to defeat the contract 
appeared so slim. Actually it was 
nil, but South, with infinite cun- 
ning found a play that defeated 
himself. After laying down the dia- 
mond ace, West, more or less 
hopelessly played the heart ace, 
then shifted to a low spade. East 
won and, hoping against hope that 
West instead of South had started 
with a singleton heart, returned 
that suit. Declarer, remembering 
East’s double of three hearts and 
forgetting everything else, ruffed 
in with the jack of trumps! West 
breathed a deep sigh of relief. 
His K 10 had suddenly received 
substantial promotion. Obviously, 
declarer now had to lose a trump 
trick, and with it his contract. 


The use of a club honor for the 
heart ruff had been the sort of 
play that makes experts tear their 
hair. A moment’s thought should 
have told South that such a play 
was absolutely futile. The club 
king was 99 per cent marked in 
West's hand. If West had started 
with a singleton heart, what good 
would it do for South to ruff with 
a club honor? The king would 
surely overruff anyway. Obviously, 
the right play was to ruff low, 
then to take the club finesse 
through West. :

SULFONAMIDES. 

Sulfonamides are certain new 
and powerful drugs developed from 
coal tar. The first was discovered 
in 1908 by a German chemist in 
his search forsynthetic dyes. Sul- 
fonamide is pronounced: § sul- 
FAHN-uh-mide, the last syllable 
rhyming with hide, tide. 


SULFANILAMIDE was the first 
of the six drugs to be used, prin- 
cipally in treating “strep” infec- 
tions, such as meningitis. Do not 
pronounce it as does the little girl 
next door who calls it “sulphur 
formaldehyde!” Better say: SUL- 
fuh-NILL-uh-mide. 


SULFAPYRIDINE came next 
and now is widely used in the treat- 
ment of bronchial and lobar pneu- 
monias. Say: SUL-fuh-PEER-uh- 
deen. 


SULFATHIAZOLE, a still later 
development, is now gradually re- 
placing the first two. Say: SUL- 


fuh-THY-ub-zole, the “th” as in 
thigh, and “zole” rhyming with 
hole,. pole. 


SULFAGUANIDINE was next 
discovered. It is used for infections 
of the intestinal tract, such as dys- 
éentery. Say: SUL-fuh-GWAH- 
nuh-deen. 


SULFACETAMIDE is the most 
recent of the group. It is being ad- 
ministered for urinary diseases. 
Say: SUL-fuh-SEE-tuh-mide.
